On being told 
of his necessities find troubles, 1 ad- 
vised the Secretary to liave all the print- 
ers and engravers'iu the Sonth, couceii- 
tr.ittid iu Government employ, aud to 
have experiments made to manufacture 
stiong paper to be used for notes aud 
bonds. He authorized me to take every 
step I thought advisable, and I set to 
work tirst to procure the paper. I soon 
had the paper mill at Nasluille nt woik, 
and the result was a good enough article 
to stand usage. After tho oo< upancy of 
Nashville.the Richmond and North Care - 
Una mills furnished ample supplies. 
The steel engraved bills issued by Kill 
A' Keatinge were of S100 denomination, 
and were always printed on regular bank 
note paper, of which larger quantiticn 
were imported by the Government after 
IbBl. 


Hoycr A- Ludnig were tho chief reli- 


ance of the Treasury for currency iu 
18G1. 
Their main issue was iu i?100 


bills. The want of smaller denomina- 
tion was felt so greatly than in January, 
1^62, I was given cark blanche by the 
Go^ eminent to produce as rapidly as 
possible the small notes. 
Every* en- 


graver, or note printer, or engraving 
material in the South was ordered to bo 
sent to me at Richmond. The fall of 
New Orleans destroyed the chances of 
getting plenty at everything. In this 
strait 1 was compelled to take all the 
burden of creating a force by engaging 
intelligent newspaper printers who had 
never worked a day at this other kind of 
printing, and n number of intelligent 
boys. My foreman, ,1 Frenchman of 
rare r-bihty, commenced their instruc- 
tion as fast as I could have presses cast 
:,ii the foundries, and rollers and other 
materials constructed, 
The establish- 


ment was not iu 
fair working order 


until March I, 18G2. My work was 
to supply the bonds of S100, ?."iW), and 
?1,UOO, and the notes of S3, §10 aud 
$20. The vignettes were of the mo^t 
primitive style andugliest workmanship. 
They were so bad that they defied coun- 
terfeiting. As a general rule tho like- 
ness of some of the prominent men was 
placed on the bill. That of Mr. Pick- 
ens, of South Carolina was placed by me 
on the ?1 nott s. 
"When Kichmond was 


threatened, in May, 18C2, by McClellan, 
the Secretary sent for me, and requested 
me to move to a safer position, •tthence 
I coulJ supply the necessary currency in 
case of the fall of Richmond and the cap- 
ture of other establishments. Columbia 
was selected by me, and the trftin which 
curried offmy materials and printers also 
conveyed President Dnis' family to 
North'Carolina. We left while the guns 
were thundering in the great battles. 


Tho Trib\in° is not well informed as to 


:he depreciation of the currency. In 
November, 1HG1, the currency was only 
worth eighty-five cents in gold. 
In 


May, 
18C2, it was at sixty cents. 
In 


November, 1802, forty-five to fifty cents, 
[n July, 1803, it had gone down to six- 
teen cents. Iu November, 18G3, it was 
at eight cents, and in Mny, 18(!1, it was 
at five cents. From that period to the 
:ermiuation of the war it fluctuated, go- 
ing up once to six cents, and only fall- 
ing entirely as a medium in the last two 
months prior to the capitulations when 
every one saw that defeat was inevitable. 
As to its purchasing value.it was far great- 
er than the standard of gold showed. In 
the first place gold was exhausted, and a 
commodity for which the holder could 
ask (what price ho pleased. 
For exam- 


ple, in 18<i3 and 18011 paid from $G to 
S10 per cor"! for wood; I employed 
workmen at-$l 50 to S2 per day. I paid 
Capt. Henry W. Gray, of this city, $2,- 
500 a year as my cashier, The p'rice of 
loud throughout the country -was only 
slightly enhanced; a good fat turkey was 
worth ?2 in 1802, S3 in 1803, aud $10 or 
#15 in 180i. It was at the same figures 
probably iu New York. A splendid pair 
of shad only cost S20 in tho Spring of 
IH'ii, aud a bushel of cjsteif, the same. 


It is a n\istalce to suppose that the vol- 


ume of currency alone occasioned the 
dipreciatiou. N:t one law iti 
effects 


clearer than I did and knew the causes 
more thoroughly. The policy of the 
Government was to issue without taxa- 
tion. The credit of this country became 
impaired at once, for financiers saw that 
:he system was fatal. Want of confi- 
dence on the part of the people in final 
success became stronger and stronger. 
Disaster produced inevitable results. 
The money brokers who collected tbe 
currency and traded for specie and ster- 
ling had no regard for the interest of the 
people. They fixed the value from day 
to day, and it was always in the descend- 
ing scale. It was commenced long be- 
fore the Treasury had small notes suf- 
ficient to pay the troops or its liabilities 
tor purchase, throughout the country 
The total issue in January, 1862, before 
I printed a note, did not equal the cur- 
rency of the South prior to the war, and 
was nearly all in $100 bills, quite useless 
for the transaction of business. 


The statement about the 'severalthon- 


sand young women of llichmond who 
took sheets of notes to their homes, 
signed them with whatever name was 
wanted, and brought the stuff back,' is a 
fiction. The bureau was organized just 
as it is at Washington, and was under a 
bureau officer. 
When it was removed to 


Columbia, under charge of Col. Pope, 
the number of ladies was abont 100. 
They counted the notes and did other 
necessary 
duties. 
The 
note-signers 


never exceed 100. The reason was very 
palpable, as so many notes of small 
denomination were required. 
The de- 


preciation 
of 
tho currency cannot 


be traced to the volume, 
because 


the total issue never reached §350,- 
0(10,000. 
The 
first 
damage 
was 


done by an issue of S100 notes, which 
were no better than bonds, so far as 
performing tho 
circulating 
medium. 


When an attempt was made in 18C3 to 
collect ta\es and to regulate cnrreiicy, it 
was too late, confidence was gone as to 
the solvency of the Government, or our 
ability to win the fight. 


It was an abnormal 
condition of 


things, no trade, no commerce, with 
whicii to employ the large emissions of 
promises to pay based an a 'ratification 
ot peace,' and that peace daily looked 
more aud more like one that would fall 
on a conquerefl people."
